Malignity of tlie Virginia Traitors. 


THftlLLINQ 
NARRATION OF OXE Of 
THE1B 


VICTIMS." 


The Petersburg (Va.) Express .has the 


impudence to assert that northern men are 
well treated at tbe south, while southerners 
at the north are insulted and abused. What 
that sheet means by courtesy may be in- 
ferred from the treatment'nrhich a respecta- 
ble citizen of Petersburg has just received 
at the hands of his fellow citizens. John 
A. Ford, an old soldier of the Mexican 
war, as we learn from the New York World, 
has for some years been settled at Peters 
burg as a bookseller. .His stock two weeks 
ago was valued at $10,000. . The'morning 
after the riot at Baltimore he remarked 
that if he had'belonged to tbe Massachu- 
setts regiment, he would have shot fourteen 
or fifteen hundred instead of fourteen, or fif 
teen of the mob. A few hours later he was 
stopped in 'the streets.by . a vigilance com- 
mittee, and a crowd immediately collected, 
crying "Hang the d-——-d Abolitionist,'" 
&e. He was, however, rescued from their 
lands, and was asked several questions, oj 
which the following is a sample : " If our 
slaves should rise against their masters in 
this community, should you fight with the 
slaves or with their masters?" 


To this he replied that hesbould of course 


striva in every way .to suppress the insur- 
rection, and expressed his surprise that any 
one should do.nbt his loyalty. . He was then 
interrogated as to his language relative to 
the Baltimore affair. 
This: he could not 


deny1, and he disregarded the question. 


The fury of the populace at his Hesitancy 


knew no bounds, and yells, and screams 
and threats of the .most profane anddiabol 
icnl character, .were heaped upon him', and 
followed by a rush of a number, of the most 
daring to rescue.him from, the hands of the 
eommittee'who.still stood .next him.

sand people fallowed the United States 
troops through the streets of Baltimore on 
ths 9tb, manifesting every demonstration of 
joy. Not a hiss or a sound of disapproba- 
tion was heard daring the wholo march. 
Tfce liars and stripes were thrown to the 
breeze all along the route. Major Sher- 
man's battery was placed with three guns 
in advance, and three in the rear, while the 
infantry marched with closed ranks, in the 
centre, and with a file on each side of the 
street; to keep it clear. They carried their 
muskets loaded, with bayonets fixed. They 
did not see a secession flag, nor hear a word 
of treason. 


As they left the depot, vast crowds lined 


the road, and cheered wildly. 
Bonfires 


•were built along the entire route from Bal- 
timore to Washington. 


Thas the honor of the country is some- 


what vindicated by the march of loyal 
troops .through Baltimore. 
Now let the 


guilty wretches be punished who murdered 
l»yal troops on the 19th of April.

GREAT BRITAIN.—In the house of com- 


mons, Mr. Everett asked whether seeing

THEIR GALLANT CONDUCT—ALSO THEIK TAK- 


ING THE OATH OF ALLEOIANCK. 


Col. Ellsworth's Fire^Zonaves of New 


York, now at Washington, are undoubtedly 
all that they have been represented to be, 
perfect devils in their actions, and yet like 
a horse with the devil in him. everybody 
rather likes them after all..- According to 
the special despatch to the N; .Y. Tribune, 
dated Washington; May 9jb,.;:they" .were.: 
chiefly instrumental in putting out afire 
which threatened Willard's Hotel in Wash- 
ington, and which would have been very 
disastrous in its consequences: The fire 
was in a liquor store next door but one to 
Willard's, on the morning, of the 9th. It 
seemed as though it would be impossible to 
extinguish it. But ten men from each eomr 
pany in the Fire Zouave regiment, ran 
down the Avenue, headed by Ellsworth.— 
They found the engine house where they 
ran barricaded, but stove it in. 


Here they were joined by several hun- 


dred of their companions who would not 
brook the idea of confinement or idle slum- 
ber while .their enemy was in the field.— 
With trumpet in hand, they came and ac- 
complished wonders, some of which were 
frightful to behold, such as this : Two of 
them held each a leg of the third, they 
standing on the roof enveloped in flames 
standing on tne root enveloped jn flames, 
while he, head downward, was suspanded 
over the burning building until he; succeed- 
ed in reaching a hose-pipe, which was ex- 
tended from the end of a short ladder. 


Col. Ellsworth seized the trumpet from a 


fireman, who remonstrated, insisting on his 
rifht to command. " Well," said the Uolo- 
nel, " if you have more men here than I 
have, yon can take it." 


After two hours' hard arid perfect work, 


they subdued the fire, confining it to its 
original building, and the one next to it. — 
In complete order they were marshalled, 
when Col. Ellsworth led them 'np the hill, 
where Gen. Mansfield, bare-headed, address- 
ed them, thanking them and praising them, 
and repeating several times, " I am proud 
of you, very proud of yon." 


After a short congratulatory speech from 


Col. Ellsworth, and accepting an invitation 
from Mr. Willard to break fast, they gave 
three immense.cheers, sang "Dixie," and 
contentedly marched to their quarters in 
perfect order. 


Nothing was too good for them after that. 


The fire was undoubtedly an attempt to 
burn the city, and the "boys" were praised 
all around, and money raised:forthwith to 
present the regiment with a stand of colors. 


There were some of the .boys who dis- 


graced the regiment on their arrival at 
Washington, by entering saloons and disre- 
putable places, and conducting themselves 
without regard to the rights of anybody. — 
These Col. Ellsworth had put in chains and 
delivered over to the civil authorities. The 
other regiment approved of his course, .and 
favored the expulsion of those who had act- 
ed so disgracefully. In his speech to them 
be said : 


We have come here to fight traitors, and 


we are ready for the war. 
[Cries of " Yes, 


yes I" "Goinl"&c.] If you will do your 
duty, my laddies, bravely, we shall go home 
oxulting iu victory, when the war is over.

ance, stepped in and at once commenced a 
conversation with Mr. Scott on the univer- 
sal topic of the day, when he made a re- 
mark which Dr. Sanderson imagined ap- 
plied to him. The doctor,at once assailed 
Judge Buckner, striking him over the head 
with a cane, and the latter clinched imme- 
diately.with his assailant, without, as he 
saya, knowing who "he was.

After a short struggle and scuffle, the 
doctor suddenly let go his hold, and ex- 
claiming "he has stabbed me,", fell. Mr. 
Sanderson was conveyed^ to his residence, 
where it was found that he had received 
three stabs, one penetrating the liver, and 
two;in the stomach. 


The Judge at once' gave himself op, ac- 


knowledging the deed, saying that it was 
entirely in self-defence. 
He was conveyed 


to the county jail, to wait the result of Dr. 
Sanderson's injuries, which were undoubt- 
edly fatal. Jadgo Buokner was formerly 
from Kentucky, where he held-the-'position 
of .congressman, from the Harrodsburg dis- 
trict.

throwing off the obligations of the consti- 
;ution, and has, in several of the states car- 
ried on its criminal purpose of seizing forte, 
arsenals, revenue, vessels, and public treas- 
ure; and finally, by assaulting lnort Sumter,

.. slender but.heroic garrison, and capturing 
t by an overwhelming force after a-gallant 
defence, thus setting the ' authority of the 
jovernment at defiance, and insulting the 
lational flag: and 


WHEKEAS, The government of the United 


States, with an earnest desire to avert the 
evils of civil war, has silently submitted to 
,hsae aggressions and insults with a patient 
brbearance unparalleled in the annals of 
listory, but 'cms at last deemed it due to the 
public honor and safety to appeal to the 
jeople of the Union for the means of main* 
.aining its authority, of enforcing the exe- 
cution of the laws, and of saving our coun- 
try from dismemberment, and our political 
institutions from destruction ; therefore, 


Resolved, That the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence, the war of tho revolution, and 
;he constitution of the United States, have 
jiven origin to this government, the most 
;qual and beneficent hitherto known among 
men; that "under its protection tha wide 
expansion of our territory, the vast devel- 
opment of our wealth, our population and 
our power, have built up a nation able to 
maintain and defend before the world the 
jrinciples of liberty and justice upon which 
.t wes founded ; that by every sentiment of 
nterest, of honor, of affection and of duty, 
we are engaged to preserve unbroken for 
onr generation, and to transmit to our pos- 
.erity, the great heritage wo have received 
Tom heroic ancestors ; that to the mainten- 
ance of this sacred trust we devote whatev- 
:r we possess, and whateverwe cando, and 
.n support of that government under which 
we are happy and proud to live. 


Resolved, That the founders of the gov- 


ernment of the United States have provi- 
ded, by the institution of the supreme court, 
a tribunal for the peaceful settlement of all 
questions arising under the constitution and 
laws ; that it is the duty of the stales to ap- 
peal to it for relief from measures which 
they believe unauthorized; and that at- 
tempts to throw off the obligations of the 
constitution, and to obtain redress by an 
appeal to arms, can be considered in no 
other light than as levying war against the 
United States. 


Resolved, That when the authority of the 


federal government shall have been re-es- 
tablished, and peaceful obedience to the 
constitution and laws prevail, we shall be 
ready to confer and co-operate with all loyal 
citizens throughout the Union, in congress 
or in convention, for the consideration of 
all supposed grievances, the redress of all 
wrongs, and the protection of every right, 
yielding ourselves and expecting all others 
to yield, to tho will of the. whole people, as 
constitutionally and lawfully expressed. 


Resolved, That it is the duty of all good 


citizens, overlooking past differences of 
opinion, to"contribute by all the means in 
their power, to maintain the Union of the 
states, to defend the constitution, to pre- 
serve the national flag from insult, and up- 
hold the authority of the government 
against acts of lawless violence, which if 
longer unresisted, would inevitably end in 
breaking down all. the barriers erected by 
onr fathers for the protection of life, liberty 
and property, and involve the country in 
universal anarchy and confusion. 


Prof. D. Y. Kilgore of Evansville, then, 


addressed the meeting in a short but forci- 
ble speech.

school district were appointed, to collect the 
subscriptions to the fund for the.support of 
the families of volunteers, and to manage 
and apply said fund to the purposes for 
which it is intended.

T. Hall, J. W. Winston, Samuel Pound, 
Thomas Earle, G. E. Newman, A. White, 
Thomas Stevens and Ephraim T. Sayre.

On motion, the preliminary steps were 


taken to organize a Home Guard, to con- 
sist of .men who are not liable to perform 
military duty.'

Threatened. Attack on Cairo—Seces- 
sion Showing Its Head-—Jjognn Down 
on Douglns. 


CARBOKDALB, 111., May 12,1861. 


..". EDITORS GAZETTE :—Kumors are con-, 
stantly reaching here through men from be- 
low of an attack on Cairo. The latest and 
most reliable report is from a gentleman 
just; from New Orleans, who says that a 
largo number of boats are in readiness at 
that place, provided with iron sides to re- 
sist the. fire, from the batteries at Cairo.— 
These boats arc to take men from New Or- 
leans, Memphis and other points along the 
river (at which places it is known large 
bodies of rebel troops are assembled), and 
in the face of the Cairo batteries, they are 
'to cut away the levees and let in the water, 
and the hottest kind of a fire at the same 
time. This they think will completely de- 
stroy the Americans ; and the Algerines 
will then sail triumphantly away, leaving 
Cairo a wilierness of waters and death,— 
thus leaving a free passage for traitors 
above that point, to ship any amount of 
provisions to the starving Algerines of the 
south, instead of letting them "eat their 
d—d cotton." 


There can be but little doubt that an. at- 


tack has been contemplated, and only post- 
poned ou account of the number of troops 
thrown into Cairo, and to make more ex- 
tensive preparations themselves. An attack 
will undoubtedly be made unless they see 
still further reason to postpone it. They 
evidently wish to attack it as much as a boy 
wishes to get through a candy shop win- 
dow.

After attempt- 
ing to establish tho premises above laid 
down, he proceeded to say that the people 
of the seceded states, and of Virginia in 
particular, had not ought to bo called reb 
els and traitors ;i that they had always been 
patriots aud were now ; but as they thought 
they had good reason to go out of the Un- 
ion, they ought to go—and still be called 
patriots. He finally, cut loose from Mr. 
Douglas, saying "his tongue wag forked," 
and he should not lend him the light of his 
countenance any longer ; that he should 
now permit him to sink into insignificance.
